But @ jouruiy tound the word is mo more 
burdensome to-day than was the old grand tour, 
ite, the journey to the ehiet capital cities of 
Europe in the eighteenth century. Nations are 
‘coming to know each other better ; would it were 
‘equally true that they were coming to under- 
stand and appreciate each other better! 

Photography, again, has given not only to 
the scenes and events, but to public men of 
all parties and classes a notoriety such ax 
‘was impoasible before. A hundred thousand 
persons know the physical aspect of Mr. Ramsay, 
MacDonald or Mr. Lloyd George as a 
ten who knew the physical aspect of Pitt or 
Fox. The cinematograph, that wonderful in-

said to have “ come to stay.”

If you should ever go to Witney—where the 
Diankets céme from—and should inquire of 
almost any inhabitant of that Oxfordshire town,

‘They find, 
according to the complaints which are being 
‘vented in their newspapers, that though their 
‘caasic language is being broadcast all over the 
world, much of its purity, clearness, and si 
plicity: is being lost in the process. 

In the interests of brevity and condensation, 
the manipulators of the Eiffel Tower are having 
recourse to daring improvisations unknown to 
the Academy, with the result that the French. 
man, on the high seas, electrified first of all by 
the broadcasting of his beloved tongue, is finally 
‘overcome by all kinds of linguistic horrors.

They are nat so much concerned about 
the popularity of the witcless instrument ax 
about the efficiency of their fongue aa a superb 
means of expressing the delicate shales of 
thought.

So far, then, from 
feeling any antipathy to the broadcasting of 
sermons, 1 hope and think it will be the means

A Study in Morse. By FILSON YOUNG. 


“THERE is one aspect of broadcasting which, 
while Lam very sure it is receiving the 
Woughtful consideration: of the BBC, is 0 
largely: matter of public policy that it cannot 
be kept too stronaly Ia the view of official and 
Goverument authority. I refer to the ease of 
listeners in remote parts of the country, far 
from hig centres, to whom broadcasting, as we 
are fortunate enough to have it, may be one of 
‘the greatest blowsings that modern science can 
provide, 

(OF course, they are few in number compared 
‘with the town listeners ; but it is one of the 
advantages of a service conducted on puhlio 
utility lines that it can do jastice to minorities, 
irrespective of their merely commercial influence. 
T have heen staying for the last few weeks in one 
fof the remotest parts of Comvall; T was re- 
sponsible for the installation of one reociving 
set there, and the opening of the Plymout 
Relay Station—in spite of Captain Eekersley's 
warnioge—accounted for many others ; and I 
think T haye never before realised (1) what a 
réal boon broadcasting can be, and (2) how 
abominably bad and exasperating it can bo. 


Just consider the Lown-dwelling exyatal user, 
‘who i about 75 per cent. of the whole company 
that listens to hroareasting, is inthe very middie 
‘of the eourcet of instruction, information, and 
‘entertainment, His wireless set) merely adds 
‘one more to the resources he has at hand for 
amusing oF improving himself. He has the 
theatre, the concert-roota, the einem, the operay 
the lecture-room, the- museum, tho exhibition, 
all within the compass of a short walk. 

Bot the solitary dweller in remote country 
places; what contact has he with the world ? 
‘Tho newspaper comes every das; there is a 
church somewhere near; there is the occasional 
visit to the market fown—and that is all, except 
for the daily round of silent and solitary 
coupation, 


and the Town Dweller. 


‘A Change in Life. 

‘To poople in theve eiroomstances the miracle 
of brondensting may be an addition to life of 
Aimoat incalculable beneSt.

Ihunian voice was heard, saying : * Well, perhaps 
not."" No more was Youchaafed that ‘evening, 
Tout the mere utterance, an earnest of thitigs to 
come, was enough to hold tho rapt circle of 
Tisteners grouped round. the et. 

And then came the memorable eveuing when 
they actually * got” London, and heard some- 
thing which wat identified’ ax coming from 
London's Studio.

Of three patient and 
intelligent Tisteners, one took it to be instru 
‘mental music, the second thought it was a

distarice makes their ineficiency as callectors of 
‘energy an insuperable dificulty ; and that the 
‘only chance lies in tho high-power station 
‘which, even aa I write, has been experimentally 
uttering its voice, and befure these lines are 
printed, will have been experimontally 
‘opened. 


The Inequality of Wireles, 


T imagine that, having regard to its record 
‘both in technical and tactical, to say nothing af 
tactful, matters, the BBC. should be the best 
judge of how these remote listeners are to. be 
ferved and their dificulties overcame ; and that 
if it decides that the high-power station at 
(Chelunsford is at present the only method, bath 
of giving the remote country listeners a broad- 
casting servioo and of extending the range of 
crystalsets tom hundred mies, then the necessary 
permit ought: to be granted iy the Post Office, 
even if it invalves some slight readjustments of 
existing wave-length arrangement 

"Tho point I wish to stres hero ix that the 
people who most need broadcasting, and to 
whom it would be of the greatest benefit, are 
just the people who cannot get it in the present 
conditions; and that is wrong. I hope the 
B.B.C. will not rest or desist from its efforts until 
it bas established a transnuisaion that ia capable 
‘of undistorted reception in every corner of these 
islands. And in those efforts it deserves, and 
should receive, the strongest public support.

‘As the wings grow, the colours become moro 
distinct, and they are found to be thick with 
down of far on their inner edges. 

‘Tho wings take about twenty to twenty. 
five minutes to grow fully, then they measure 
about four times their original length, and with 
Both ontatretched, about five to six inches, 
They take about ‘one hour to dry, although, 
‘of course, longer if the atmosphere is cold and 
damp.
